POULTRY  USED  IN  CANNING  AND  OTHER  PROCESSED  FOODS 

January  1956 


Poultry  used  in  canning  and  other  processed  foods  in  January  totaled 
16,1430,  000  pounds,  ready-to-cook  weights,  compared  with  1)4,786,000  pounds  in 
January  last  year.  The  quantity  used  consisted  of  lit, 60)4, 000  pounds  of  chickens 
and  other  poultry  and  1,826,000  pounds  of  turkeys 0 No  comparisons  with  last 
year  are  available  for  the  various  classes  used. 

The  quantity  of  poultry  certified  under  Federal  inspection  during  January 
totaled  65,803,000  pounds  compared  with  145,059,000  pounds  a year  earlier.  Of 
this  total  55,653,000  pounds  were  chickens  and  other  poultry  and  10,150,000 
pounds  were  turkeys.  During  January  1955,  the  quantity  of  poultry  certified 
consisted  of  3)4,575,000  pounds  of  chickens  and  10, 148)4, 000  pounds  of  turkeys.
